At Spanish Meeting

. Sciior Jorge Gonsalez, ex-Consul for 
Colombia at Montreal, was the guest 
speaker last night, at the regular meetr 
Ing of the McQUl Spanish Club, held 
in the Grin . Room of the Union. . The 
m3étlng was ' largely attended, ' nuiri- 
ez berlhg amongst those present, Profes- 
sor Sugars, of- the Spanish Depart- 
ment; . General Carlos Jaramlllo, Con- 
sul-General for Colombia; Dr. F. B- 
Cattle, Consul for Santo; Domingo; 
Sanor Moreno of the Colombian Con- 
sulate; and Abbe Henri Jasmin, head 
cf . the Department of Spanish at Uni- 
versité de Montreal.' ' 
j. "Colombia" was the subject of Senor 
I Gonsalez' address. . He described in 
' turn the geographical, economical and 
historical aspects of his country. Gen- 
eral, Bolivar, the liberator of Colom- 
bia, and central figure in its struggle 
for independence came in for special 
mention. The speaker also stressed 
Colombians great natural resources, es- 
pecially Its. rich deposits of natural pe- 
troleum, which give promise of great 
things in the future, 
j Senor Gonsalez . concluded his re- 
marks with an exhibition of slides, 
l setting forth the various i architectural, 
I scenic, and economic aspects of the 
I country. . Colombia, he pointed out, is 
I a very great producer of coffee, and" 
^ he Illustrated fully the different stages 
in. the growth of this plant with the 
slides. Fren Denton moved a vote of 
thanks, following which, light refresh- 
ments were served, and the meeting 
was adjourned.

AU Invited To Attend Lecture 
In Physics Building 
At 5.00 p.m. 

Under the auspices of the McGlll 
Physical Society and the Montreal 
Branch of the Royal Astronomical So- 
ciety of Canada the world-famed as- 
tronomer,, Abbe Lemaitre will give a 
lecture tomorrow t.fternoon at 5.00 
p.m. in the MacDonald Physics Thea- 
tre. His subject will be "The Expand- 
ing Universe" and all those who are 
especially Interested are •• invited to 
attend. 

Professor Lemaitre was classified by 
the! English scientist, Eddlngton, as 
being one the three greatest scient- 
ists, to attempt to give a complete pic- 
ture "of ' the' Universe, Einstein ' and de 
Sitter'belng the'other two. At present 
Abbe Lemaitre, who is only 32, is the 
head of the Department of Physics at 
Louvato University, Belgium. McGlll 
University has been fortunate in the 
past to having lectures from ' other 
great leaders, such as ieSitter, Shap- 

ley, Brown, and. Plaskett.^. - 

: Completes Tour 
The distinriished visitor, who is on 
his way home from Mount Wilson Ob- 
servatory, California, where he had 
the distinction of having during one 
of his lectures Professor Einstein, as 
a member of his audience, is perhaps 
the youngest scientist ever to have ex- 
dted-ifce- ^rid-wide "interest of his 
colleague In the scientific world. It 
is remarked that Professor Lemaitre 
is. one of the few persons who really 
understand Elns' <n's theory of rela-

Professor Scott j Addresses 
Labor Club On "Law 
For Radicals" 

SEDITION COMMON 



Illegal to Declare Strike Be- 
fore Submitting T.o 
Arbitration. 

Dealing with the problems that the 
radical must meet with in the law 
and legislation of this country with 
especial regard to his engagement in 
industrial action, .trade unions,- and 
propaganda, Professor F. R. Scott, of 
the. Faculty of Law delivered an ad- 
dress entitled "Law for Radicals" to 
the meeting of the Labour Club held 
last night to the Strathcona Hall. The 
speaker, was one of the : founders of 
this organization at' McGill University, 
and takes -an'^ctlWlnterest ' to all 
current labour and political - problems'. 

The radical, whose main interest lies 
in an effort to improve the social arid 
political structure of the country, must 
necessarily concern himself to the 
largest extent with legislation. The 
speaker then went on to "outline the 
manner to which legislation is at pres- 
ent carriéd on in Canada, from its in- 
ception with the Cabinet to Its ad- 
ministration' by. the courts. 

Trade Union Act 
Concerning 'industrial action of the 
country, Prof. Scott - briefly outlined 
the position of the trade : unions in 
Canada with ■ their rights and restric- 
tions, mostly ; brought about as a re- 
sult of the passing or thé Dominion 
Trade Union,. Act. -Another Act of 
Parliament provides for the '-submit- 
ting of all disputes between the Tra.de

Various Schools Of Thought 
On Dramatic Art 
Outlined 

The, growth of the German theatre 
from its early and impure stage until 
Its development' was finally culminated 
by Schiller and Goethe, who conceived 
of the' stage as "A. school "of noble 
thought, and' poetic beauty" was out- 
lined last night in an address at Moyse 
Hall "Weimar and the German The- 
atr" by Professor Graff of the German 
department. The lecture was one of a 
series - sponsored by the Goethe 
Society. 

While, the Germans had early evi- 
dences a sense of the dramatic, native 
talent was practically, hon-exlstent till 
1600. "Acting was not a profession, 
but/ a -mere pastime" and the few 
stage entertainers were mainly foreign- 
ers such as English , comedians or 
French- ' and Dutch troupers. While 
these groups contributed mimicry and 
prose to the .theatre, they nevertheless 
fostered- a sehse of vulgarity and cheap 

sensationalism. . 

German Companies 

The first purely German Company, 
was one - ' which sprung up in Nurem- 
berg in 1688. It popularized the French 
Mqllerè and all that he implied in the 
way of - vivid character representation. 
But, as was pointed out by the speaker, 
"the greatest scourge of the theatre 
of that time was improvisation'; which 
led^to a lack of}; organisation ..and 
harmony. The upper class were then 
only Interested in tfle Italian- opera. -

His presentation 
of- his personal religion began' with a 
brief description of his early life and 
haw he found a religion which, really 
worked out in practice. This he found 
bnïy ■ after a long period , of concen- 
trated thinking and after service at 
the front. 

Speaking from the height of six feet 
eight inches he pointed tut that we 
must have a definite; relation with 
Christ in order to be of use to those 
who need us. He summed up his 
whole religion in the one word — 
Christ,' , which is a living reality to 
him., 'it ' .'

Amusing Speeches of G. B. 
Shaw On Leisured Wo- 
men Cited 

"The Menace of the Leisured' Wo- 
man" was discussed last night at à 
meeting of the House of Commons 
Club, held at 8.30 in the R.V.C. Sev- 
eral members read a debate which 
took place some years ago over the 
:mdlo, when George' Bernard. Shaw 
introduced the speakers, Lady Rhonda 
and G. K. Chesterton, 
v 'Jf&i. hlght, Ruth. PQK„tflQk_the tf patf. 
of G. B. Shaw, and read his opening 
speech. It restated the question 
whether. a woman is capable of suc- 
cessfully bringing up. children and 
holding a position at . the same time. 
He regarded leisured women as people 
who spend all their time in "drinking 
cocktails and dancing the Charleston." 

Lady Rhonda's Speech 
, Dorothy Ross, a graduate of the 
university, read tho speech given by 
Lady Rhonda, who felt slrongV against 
the leisured woman. She stated that 
Idleness was the root of all evil, that 
it was easy to be both leisured and 
occupied, that high heels were ■ in- 
vented for the woman of leisure, arid 
other women merely followed their 
lead 'in spite of the disadvantages. 

She disputed a previous statement 
of Chesterton that women shcmld de- 
vote ■ themselves to bringing up chil- 
dren by saying that If hammers did 
nothing save to produce little ham- 
mers and did not attend to their 
work of hammering, there would be 
none .of the necessary hammering 
done. She stated her belief that bust

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The Value of an Education 

E often hear the questions asked, 
"What's the use of an education any- 
way? Can you get a better jdb as a re- 
sult of it? Isn't it true that college 
graduates are a drug on the market, and 
that it is often a handicap rather,than an 
.advantage to be one when seeking a 
position?" 

This point of view which is purely 
commercial is to be regretted as it ignores 
, all the benefits of a college education 
which cannot be reckoned in terms of 
! money. However, even taking this view- 
; point, it is easily proved that the value of 
an education is considerable. 

Dean E. W. Lord of the College of 
Business Administration, Boston Univer 
sity gives thé following figures : 

"The average elementary school trained 
boy' goes to work at about 14 years' of age. 
At thirty he reaches his maximum income 
of about $i»2Qb a year. Between theTages 
of fourteen and sixty ha earns about $45, 
000. ' No more than $2,000 is earned dur- 
ing the four years that would have given, 
him a high school education. 

figh : School graduate goes . to 
work at eighteen, passes the average un- 
trained man within seven years, risès 
steadily to his own maximum of $2,200 at 
forty, and continues at that level for the 
remainder of his active life. His total 
earnings from eighteen to sixty are about 
$78,000. The $33,000 difference between 
his lifetime earnings and those of the un- 
trained niàn, represent the cash value of a 
high-school course. 

"The college graduate begins work at 
twenty-two, ahd at twenty-eight is earn- 
ing as much as the high-schopl grâduàte at 
forty. His total earnings from twenty- 
two to sixty amount to $150,000 or $72,000 
more than those of the high-school gradu- 
ate, a measure of the cash value of a col- 
lege course. 

"The conclusions which may be drawn 
; from these facts that every hour spent in 
high-school is worth at least $5.00 in after 
life, and every hour spent in college earns 
at least $10.00." . 

This ëhould prove conclusively to all 
doubters that an education has a very real 
commercial value. We think, however, 
that this is the least of the benefits to be 
„ obtained from one. 

The cultural, benefits of a college 
"'education must not be lightly glossed over. 

It it does nothing else it teaches a man 
! how to read and how to appreciate some of 
the finer things of life. Wè speak of an 
educated màn as being well-read, and this 
is literally true. No one can spend four 
years in any reputable university without 
having read fairly widely on various sub- 
' jectô. Usually, when he is through col- 
lege he continues reading books of real 
ihiral benefit, for after four years hehas 
; the habit of reading, and his mind is 
ned.to appreciate somewhat better 
books than the man with only an ordinary 
education. 

But this is not all. At collège a man 
sually participates to a greater or lesser 
extent in a wide variety of activities. He 
es some, good shows, hears some good 
i&ic. and attains a broader outlook -on 
e> He makes friendships based on a 
community of interest, which are real and 
lasting. He attends some dances and some 
parties and learns how to handle himself 
in various situations. He probably does 
«bfcè debating and acquires enough , self- 
-confidence to be able to make a public 
• speech without making a ioôl of himself. 
^ In short he is in every way a better all 
' round man. Yes, we repeat, the monetary 
' gains are the least of the benefits of a 

•< collège education.

Proof that this 
is not so, is found in the failure qf so many good 
composers to achieve success In this respect.

average' ability is an aristocratic one, inherited from 
an ancestry of master-artists. Bach, Beethoven 
Brahms, and the rest. The popular song, on the 
other hand, must be almost domestic in its language 
with the result that the academlo composer's at 
tempts arc usually labored and unhappy, or, as has 
been described more graphically, like "Mona Lisa 
chewing gum." 

A popular song writer must specialize In his 




work if he is to be successful. He must bo attuned 
constantly to the everchangtng aspects of the gen- 
eral trend of. thought, or politics, of fashion, and 
of all the varying facets of social life. These in 
fluences must color and mould his work, directly 
and indirectly, and must In fact ba made a neces 
sary part of the business of song .writing, with 
little relation to musical art . The skillful composer 
wUl inevitably misuse tho popular Idioms, and will 
merely make their mundane character stand put all 
the more vividly against the greater,, npblli'fy of^ljhe 
background 

Rewards for the creation of a hit are large, but 
unfortunately, the frequency of success is -very 
small, and long lean months and years intervene, 
when the pickings are meagre. The golden aura 





TVINO MARTINI, Columbia's young Italian tenor 
star whose remarkable voice range- has astound- 
ed critics, will add a new page to American musical 
history at 11.00 p.m., EST, Wednesday, February 1, 
when he sings the highest tenor aria ever com- 
posed — the beautiful "Oredea si Misera . . . EUa e 
Tremante" from Bellini's opera, " I Purltanl," ac- 
companied by Howard Barlow and the Columbia 
Symphony Orchestra. This, will be . the aria's 
premiere on the air and, Its first American perform- 
ance In its original key. • ,'. 

Martini is probably the only tenor alive capable 
of performing the aria, as it was written. His voice 
covers the span between baritone and coloratura 
soprano, extending up to F above high C, a peak 
difficult for even the best of sopranos to attain. The 
only other tenor in the annals, of music whose voice 
range was equal to Martini's was Giovanni Rublnl, 
for .whom "I Purltanl" was composed. The opera 
was in comparative disuse for over 70 years until

^ speed, his runs in each part being faster than any other competitors. 
Green of Cambridge was second with 41 2-5" and 41" fiat courses and 
was followed, by Chris. Taylor, tho Cambridge captain. Jack Houghton, 
McGlll, Dunn and Bushell of Cambridge, Dorkin and Renold of McGill, 
Hamilton Smith, Oxford and finally Ball of McGlll, who was feeling in- 
disposed and ran far below his usual form. Only one penalty was in- 
curred in the entire course, the standards of skiing being high. In spite 
of the fairly even spacing of the members of each team the Englishmen 
won the racé on total time. Oxford and Cambridge compiled 100 points 
to McGlll's 94. A year ago in Canada we had' been beâten by a matter of 
twelve points in this event and it is interesting to note that this lead had 
now been cut -in half. 

The following day, January 5th, the International University Meet, 
known as the S.AJ3. got under way. Competitors were divided into three 
classes as follows :— 

Class I —University undergraduates under , the age of 26. 

Class II —University graduates and students over 26 but under 32. 

Class III— University graduates over the age of .32. 

The downhill race, commencing on top of an Alp some 10,000 feet 
above sea-level and descending about 2,000 feet into a valley was the 
first event on the programme. 

As we carried no spares the undergraduate team was kept out of this 
race in order to preserve it Intact for the Langlauf. Fangman and Jost, 
however, entered In class II. Pangman distinguished himself by coming 
fôurth and Jost nl.nth in a field of 19 In their class. Actually placing 13th 
and 22nd respectively in a total field of 105 which was quite remarkable 
considering the importance of the event and our limited experience in 
downhill racing. 

On Friday morning, January 6th, the S.A.S. Langlauf was run off 
over an 18 km. course. The Oxford- Cambridge vs. McGlll race was com- 
bined with it as it was not considered advisable to hold another cross 
country race within the very limited time at our disposal. 

The wisdom of our decision to keep the undergraduates out of the 
downhill was demonstrated when Pugh of Cambridge Injured his wrist and 
Walter of Oxford sprained an ankle on tho high slopes. Neither was able 
to compete in the Langlauf and as the English had no further reserves 
we agreed to race only a four man team. Pangman easily won Class II. 
by a margin of five minutes over his nearest rival in 1.16.44 and was 
fourth out ôf the total field of 53. - Campbell placed 8th in Class I. in a 
field of 44, Ball was 11th, Dorken 18th, Houghton 21st and Renold 37th. 

This time McGlll earned 100 points while the combined Oxford-Cam- 
bridge teams finished with 04.33 points. 

Campbell recorded his third straight win in a3 many races, thus 
proving himself by far the most useful man oh "either tlie- Oxford-Cam- 
bridge or McGlll teams. Dunn of Cambridgo was the best Englishman 
and attributed his success to the fact that he held Fangman's pace for a 
few minutes when ho passed during the race. 

The final rcsults-of the Oxford-Cambridge vs. McGlll meet were: 
Oxford-Cambrldgc-98.16 and McGill-98.00. , ' 

So close was the contest that it was generally believed for a while 
that McGlll had won the meet. The illusion was cruelly dispelled, how- 
ever, when the auditors went into session and the Englishmen wero de- 
clared winners by a fraction of one per cent. 

The series was productive of excellent sportmanship and good feeling 
on both sides. McGlll showed a decided improvement in the Slalom and 
a lot of credit is due to the Englishmen for their performance In the 
Langlauf. If we wore unable to win we brought the score to a point where

Jost and Pangman came 6th and 7th respectively in Class II and 13th 
and 14th in the whole field, . 1 

The following day, January 7th, the relay race, the big event of the 
S.A.S. meet was held. In the Downhill, Slalom,' Cross Country and Jump 
the men competed as individuals but here five men combined to form a 
team, all of whom must be undergraduates or graduates of the same Uni- 
versity. We entered a Red Birds Team running for McGlll, composed of 
three undergraduates and two graduates. Nine teams competed, two 
Italian from Malland and Turin, an Austrian from Innsbruck, two Swiss 
from Bern and Zurich, a Cambridge team, a Norwegian, Jugoslavian and 
Canadian, all competing .for the University Championship of Europe. 
The start was 8,000 feet above sea-level, high on the open slopes abovo 
the town, Huge mountains towered up behind to lose their peaks in the 
clouds. Across the valley and in all directions were more mountains, 
treeless and glistening in the sun. Far down below again appeared the 
roofs of the seemingly toy village of St. Moritz by the side of the lake.

rescued from obscurity by a woman 
and a pedant" for reform was intro- 
duced by the actress Neuberin and the 
playwright Gottched who effected a 
reversion to classicism and in - time 
to rigid stiffness. Against this Lelpslc 
dramatic school, as It was known, 
there soon came a reaction, led by 
Lessing and Eckoff— "the Garrick of 
Germany." Naturalness and feeling 
was the keynote of the new school. 
Poetic School 

Naturalness, too', can be abused as 
Dr. Graff showed and in the hands 
of minor talent on the stage it was. 
No wonder then that Goethe and 
Schiller became the great exponents 
of the idea of poetic in drama. When 
the court of Weimar offered its pat- 
ronage to Goethe he was able , to put 
his principles into effect in the form 
of directing an amateur but rigidly 
organized group. 

The amateurs had in their midst 
dukes and poets. Notwithstanding 
this, Goetho regulated and rehearsed 
them with despotic control. He plàcei 
great emphasis on experlmèritation of 
all sorts; because of his other inter- 
ests," the peculiarity of literature and 
poetry was emphasized at the expense 
of the dramatic. 

It was not, however, till Schiller 
came on the scene to aid Goethe, that

Radicals Relations 
To Law Discussed

Union and Employer to an arbitrary 
board, and in the case of further dis- 
agreement a strike will be considered 
as legal. This has been adopted by 
every province in the Dominion with 
the exception of P.E.I. 

Although, the speaker contended 
peaceful picketing is legally permitted 
in this country, many acts have been 
passed which moro or less indirectly 
prohibit this. As the Law now stands, 
the trade unions have been reprlved 
ot this means of striking, and there 
is, according to the speaker, much to 
be done ,in this section of legislation. 
Sedition Common Charge 
With regard to freedom of speech, 
r.:soclations, and the formation of 
club's, Prof. Scott expressed the fact 
that those., are Jegally permissible with 
the condition that they do not en- 
croach upon the tranquility of the 
state, nor advocate any violence to- 
ward? the present governmental sys- 
tem. Tho crime of sedition is not un- 
commonly charged in this country, al- 
though it Is very difficult to define 
exactly the word "sedition." 

Discussing the severities of Section 
98 of the Criminal Code, 
pointed' out that the Hoi 
mons had passed a bill to repeal this 
section five times, but that it has 
been thrown out each time by the 
Senate. Further evidence of injustices 
■in parts of the legal code is evinced in 
the Immigration Acts. Concluding with 
a series of actual cases relating to the 
strictness of this latter Act, Professor 
i Scott finally remarked "If you are a 
radical, try and be a Canadian."

Junior Republic 
Corrects Evils 



Ithaca, N. Y. — "The George Junior 
Republic at !Freejllte,, N. Y., is à vil- 
lage Uke any, other village, except that 
its citizens are young, men and women 
who face at the age of 16 civic and so- 
cial responslblUttes which young peo- 
ple in other communities do not have 
to meet untU they have reached the 
arbitrary standard of 21, years," said 
William R. George, founder of .the 
George Junior Republic, here recent- 
ly. '] 

"In other institutions," asserts Mr. 
George, "people of this age are 
thought of as students, wards or in- 
mates, and have . no civic or econo- 
mic responsibilities because they are 
presided over by adults. In the cover- 
ed wagon period, one was a man if he 
did a man's work, regardless of his 
&i<b, but in modern time.-* one is "e- 
garded as a child until. he is 21, un- 
less war comes along, when he is per- 
mitted to take his man's part. The 
fact is that there are only three things 
essential to being an adult: to be 
able to make one's livelihood, to have 
reached the peak of basic intelligence 
(not to be' confused with accumula- 
tion of knowledge), and to bî able to 
become a father or mother. 

Are Not infants . 

"People who come up to these stand- 
ards are not infants," Mr. George 
went on to say, "and these, standards 
are aU possible of achievement by the 
age of 16. The' tragedy, is .that these 
16-year-olds, knowing within them- 
selves that they are capable of civic 
and social responsibilities, arc not con- 
sidered so by their elders. They either 
accept this stato. of affairs and wall 
passively until',, their twenty-first 
birthdays, or they begin to make à» 
sorts of trouble trying to demonstrate 
that they are not . cluldren, knowing 
that in doing this- they will be praised 
by other 'children,

University chemists yesterday an- 
nounced that ham and nitro-glycerinc 
are close relatives — both are com- 
posed basically of the same substance, 
but students eating sandwiches filled 
with. thei pickled hind- quarters of ths 
barnyard animal are in little danger oi' 
explosions among their moWrs. 

Ham contains r large protein ele- 
ment which is principally nitrogen. 
Nltorgen is also a principal compon- 
ent of dynamite. 

"The basic nitrogen in ham is firm- 
ly fixed, a stable compound, while in 
T. N. T. or high explosive shells it is 
unstable," a University chemistry in- 
structor explained yesterday.
